(m id not get a civil magistrate to exe­ 
cute yonr instrnntions regarding the 
signing of the papers—in fact it wonld 
be a case of mv being exeimted phy si­ 
cally if I attempted snch a conrse at the 
present time. 
The civil government 
(that was) is in the hills with onr troops 
in pnrsnit. 
I arn snre that the papers 
as signed are legal in the United States, 
hot if yon think otherwise we will have 
to wait awhile. 
“ Regarding onr object here no donbt 
the United States papers have reported 
it folly . 
We embarked from Cayite 
December 25th, and spent a rather nn- 
happy Christmas and New Year camped 
on a transport. 
At the time of sailing 
nobody thonght that we wonld be oyer 
three days on board, bnt nearly two 
months elapsed before we landed, and 
then nobody knew jnst how long we 
wonld be on board, bot for the breaking 
out in Manila.

It was written Feb. 20 at Jaro by Cor­ 
poral Warren Hilliard.of the Eighteenth 
infantry, and is as follows: 
“Your letter of the 21st inst., with 
enclosures is received and 
contents 
noted. I have endeavored to the best of 
my ability to comply with your requests 
and suggestions, but as I suppose yon 
know ere this, things are rather in a 
mixed state in this place; therefore I 
could not get a civil magistrate to exe­ 
cute your instructions regarding the 
signing of the papers—in fact it woald 
be a case of my being executed physi­ 
cally if I attempted such a coarse at the 
present time. 
The civil government 
(that was) is in the hills with oar troops 
in pnrsnit. 
I arn snre that the papers 
as signed are legal in the United States, 
bot if yon think otherwise we will have 
to wait awhile. 
“Regarding oar object here no doubt 
the United States papers have reported 
it fully. 
We embarked from Cavite 
December 25th, and spent a rather un­ 
happy Christmas and New Year camped 
on a transport. 
At the time of sailing 
nobody thought that we would be oyer 
three days on board, but nearly two 
months elapsed before we landed, and 
then nobody knew just bow long we 
woald be on board, bot for the breaking 
oat in Manila. General Miller gave the 
insurgents 48 hours notioe to surrender 
on the 10th, which woald make the 12th 
the limit. On the 10th, about 9 a. rn., 
they fired 
on 
the 
gunboat 
Petrel 
anchored just opposite their fort. 
The 
Petrel immediately returned the fire 
and with the assistance of the Boston 
soon had the fort reduced to powder. 
Then it was noticed that the insurgents 
were firing the city, and the spectacle 
there presented of the city bnrning and 
the fleet bombarding was sublime, yet 
awfnl. 
“Meantime our boats were rapidly 
lowered and the First and Second bat­ 
talions of my regiment filed in there 
and landed. 
We marched into the city 
and drove the enemy before as.

W. W. Hole, of Salem, while in this 
place yesterday, received a letter from 
the Philippines which tells in a graphic 
manner the story of the capture of Iloilo. 
It was written Feb. 20 at Jaro by Cor­ 
poral Warren Hilliard.of the Eighteenth 
infantry, and is as follows: 
“ Your letter of the 21st inst., with 
enclosures is received aud 
contents 
noted. 
I have endeavored to the best of 
my ability to oomply with yonr requests 
and suggestions, bot as I suppose yon 
know ere this, things are rather in a 
mixed state in this place; therefore I 
could not get a civil magistrate to exo- 
cnte your instructions regarding the 
signing of the papers—in fact it woald 
be a case of my being executed physi­ 
cally if I attempted snch a course at the 
present time. 
The civil government 
(that was) is iii the hills with our troops 
in pnrsnit. 
I arn anre that the papers 
as signed are legal in the United States, 
bot if yon think otherwise we will have 
to wait awhile. 
“Regarding our object here no doubt 
the United States papers have reported 
it folly. 
We embarked from Cavite 
December 25th, and spent a rather un­ 
happy Christmas and New Year camped 
on a transport. 
At the time of sailing 
nobody thought that we would be over 
three days on board, but nearly two 
months elapsed before we landed, and 
then nobody knew just how long we 
would be on board, bot for the breaking 
out in Manila. General Miller gave the 
insurgents 48 hours notice to surrender 
on the 10th, which would make the 12th 
the limit. On the loth, about 9 a. rn., 
they fired 
on 
the 
gunboat 
Petrel 
anchored just opposite their fort. 
The 
Petrel immediately returned the fire 
and Arith the assistance of the Boston 
soon had the fort reduced to powder. 
Then it was noticed that the insurgents 
were firing the city, and the spectacle 
there presented of the city borning and 
the fleet bombarding was sublime, yet 
awful. 
“Meantime our boats were rapidly 
lowered and the First and Second bat­ 
talions of my regiment filed in there 
and landed. 
We marched into the city 
and drove the enemy before us. 
The 
heat was something awful, but. our fel­ 
lows worked like Trojans iu fighting the 
fire and the enemy at the same time. 
Mv compsny in endeavoring to get on 
the enemy’s flank had to pass through a 
burning street aud came within an ace 
of being all horned alive. This kind of 
fighting was kept up until dark when 
the enemy was driven out and retreated 
to Jaro across the river. 
Next morning 
our advance was continued, and after 
three hours hard marching and fighting 
we captured the oily of Jaro.and a great 
malty of us sat down to dinner that the 
people had cooked, hut could not find 
time to eat. Everybody was gone save 
a few Chinamen, who on their knees 
begged for their lives, thinking that we 
would kill them, which idea originated, 
no donbt, from the insurgents aud ac­ 
counts of the depopulation.

Oscar Felkerof Company C, First South 
Dakota volunteers, prior to his death in 
action al Caloocan. Philippine Islands. 
reb. 22 
“ As you know by this time, the war 
is on with the insurgents. Our regiment 
was in the charge on Sunday, Feb. 5 
It was a greet sight. 
I killed two Fili­ 
pinos that I know of; may have killed 
more; not sure. 
There seemed to be 
thousands of them, and they fired like 
blazes. 
If they were better marksmen, 
the would clean us np, as they have 
more soldiers than we have. 
"W e burn all the buildings as we 
take them. The country around the fir­ 
ing line is burning. It is a grand sight 
I felt a little queer when the thing 
opened up. but came around all right 
later on. I don t know how long it will 
last, as we are pushing right through 
to Maloloe, their seat of government.

W. W. Hole, of Salem, while in this 
place yesterday, received a letter from 
the Philippines which tells in a graphic 
manner the story of the capture of Iloilo. 
It was written Feb. 20 at Jaro by Cor­ 
poral W arren Hilliard,of the Eighteenth 
infantry, and is as follows: 
“ Your letter of the 21st inst., with 
anclosnres is received and 
contents 
noted. I have endeavored to the best of 
my ability to comply with yonr requests 
and suggestions, but as I suppose you 
know ere this, things are rather in a 
mixed state in this place; therefore I 
could not get a civil magistrate to exe­ 
cute your instructions regarding the 
signing of tho papers—in fact it would 
be a case of my being executed physi­ 
cally if I attempted such a course at the 
present time. 
The civil government 
(that was) is in tho hills with our troops 
in pursuit. I am sure that the papers 
as signed are legal in the United States, 
but if you think otherwise we will have 
to wait awhile. 
"Regarding our object here no doubt 
the United States papers have reported 
it fully. 
We embarked from Cavite 
December 25th, and spent a rather un­ 
happy Christmas and New Year camped 
on a transport. 
At the time of sailing 
nobody thought that we would be oyer 
three days on board, but nearly two 
months elapsed before we landed, and 
then nobody knew just how long we 
would be on board, but for the breaking 
out in Manila. General Miller gaye the 
insurgents 48 hours notice to surrender 
on the 10th, which would make the 12th 
the limit. Un the 10th, about 0 a. rn., 
they fired 
on 
the 
gunboat 
Petrel 
anchored just opposite their fort. 
The 
Petrel immediately returned the fire 
and «vith the assistance of the Boston 
soon had the fort reduced to powder. 
Then it was noticed that the insurgents 
were firing the city, and the spectacle 
there presented of the city burning and 
the fleet bombarding was sublime, yet 
awful. 
"Meantime our boats were rapidly 
lowered and the First and Second bat­ 
talions of my regiment filed in there 
and landed. 
We marched into the city 
and drove the enemy before us. 
The 
heat was something awful, but our fel­ 
lows worked like Trojans in fighting the 
fire and the enemy at the same time. 
My company in endeavoring to get on 
the enemy's flank had to pass through a 
burning street and came within an ace 
of being all burned alive. This kind of 
fighting was kept up until dark when 
the enemy was driven out and retreated 
to Jaro across the river. 
Next morning 
our advance was continued, and after 
three hours hard marching and fighting 
we captured the oily of Jaro,and a great 
maPy of us sat down to dinner that the 
people had cooked, but oould not find 
time to eat. Everybody was gone save 
a few Chinamen, who on their knees 
begged for their lives, thinking that we 
would kill them, which idea originated. 
no doubt, from the insurgents aud ac­ 
counts of the depopulation. The enemy

gent army, which is the last obstacle in 
the way of confidence and investment 
As soon as that is out of the way Gen­ 
eral Ludlow’ expects to see #100,000,000 
put into the development of the re­ 
sources of Culm 
The richest prizes in 
the way of revenue producing invest­ 
ments, their [(resent value enhanced by 
all the wondrous possibilities of the fn 
tnre, have already been snapped up, but 
there are still many more, not such bo­ 
nanzas as these perhaps, but still far 
more productive than eau be hoped for 
at home. 
To begin with, the man without mon 
ey had better stay at home. 
Living is 
expensive, and the labor market is kept 
down by the . ii aimess with which the 
native population can live, a condition 
which xviii be aggravated when the in ­ 
surgent army is disbanded and seeks to 
find employment. 
There is no place 
here for the American laboring man un 
less he is a skilled mechanic and finds a 
field for his knowledge in the few in 
dnstries in the island. 
To find a need that can be supplied 
with a little capital, however, it is only 
necessary to keep yonr eyes and cars 
open. 
Eggs are from 60 cents to #1 a 
dozen and chickens $1 apiece. 
Poultry 
can be easily raised. 
A poultry farm 
near Havana would find a ready market 
for all the °ggs it could produce at at 
least 60 cents a dozen, for the Americans 
are clamoring for something better than 
the limed eggs with which they are 
now fed. 
The dinner table also furnishes an 
other need which cannot be overlooked 
or ignored so long as the butter is on 
the table. The butter here ii* rancid be 
yond description, and it is always ta­ 
booed on the tables of the American 
guests after one experience. Cuba raises 
fine cattle, and, with such excellent 
grazing, there should be rich milk ami 
good butter, but most of the milk is the 
condensed variety from Illinois, and the 
butter is generally imported from Spain 
Fruit raising promises to be one of 
the great industries of Cuba, and the 
one iii which the greatest progress will 
be made, as it is now neglected. 
The 
two frosts of the last winter in Florida 
have shown that it can no longer he de­ 
pended upon, and it is to Cuba that the 
United States mast look for tropical 
and

There need be no fear of freezes, as the 
thermometer never gets anywhere near 
the frost line, and fruits and vegetables 
of all kinds glow with profusion, which 
assures a great success for this industry 
in the island.

It was a greet sight. I killed*two Fili­ 
pinos that I know of; may have killed 
more; uot sure. There seemed to be 
thousands of them, and they tired like 
blazes. 
If they were better marksmen, 
the would clean us up, as they have 
more soldiers than we have. 
“We burn all the buildings as we 
take them. The country around the fir 
ing line is borning. It is a grand sight 
“ I felt a little queer when the thing 
opened up. but came around all right 
later on. I don’t knowhow long it will 
last, as we are pushing right through 
to Malolos, their seat of government 
I here will lie some hot work there, as 
they have that place well fortified. ”

Dr. W. S. Johnson, Professor of 
Chemistry at Yale College, speaks thus 
emphatically regarding certain baking 
powders in the m arket: “Alum and the 
soluble alumina salts are well known to 
be poisonous which in small doses de­ 
range the digestive organs, and in larger 
ones destroy life. I regard their intro- 
dnction into baking powders as most 
dangerous to the public health 
Bread 
made with a baking powder containing 
alum nmst yield a soluble alumina salt 
with the gastric juice, and mast there­ 
fore act as a poison. I am decidedly of the 
opinion that the manufacture and sale 
of such baking powders ought to be in­ 
terdicted with heavy penalties. 
There should be no deception in mat­ 
ters of food : in baking powder especially 
housekeepers cannot be too careful to 
procure the very highest and purest 
grade, as it enters largely into so many 
articles of our daily diet. 
The claim of cheapness made iii be­ 
half of the alum powders, which are the 
kind usually peddled from house to 
house, has an alluring sound to those 
who are not aware of the many schemes 
on foot to sell low grade, low cost arti­ 
cles at alarge profit. Unhealthful bak­ 
ing powders are not cheap, no matter 
at how low a price they are sold. 
People will be wise before buying them 
to consult their doctor as to the physio­ 
logical effects of alum when taken in 
the food. We do not hesitate to say 
that the safer plan is to rely upon au 
old established brand like the Royal, 
which is perfectly pure and only costs a 
little more.

the Filipinos steadily from defense t< 
defense, hour after hour. is not coward 
ice on the part of the enemy. 
Tliev 
fought bravely so long as our lines dill 
not advance, and when they abandoned 
their works it was not to fly in a panic, 
but to take up a new position and re* 
new the battle in spite of their heavy 
losses 
The true reason is that they are 
by instinct aud inheritance bushwhack 
els who tight from cover. 
They have 
not the training that gives them stabil 
ity as soldiers. 
Their coherence is not 
sufficient to enable them to resist a de 
termined assault by disciplined troops 
They lark the m utual confidence that 
conies from organization aud drill, each 
man feeling nior*j as if he was fighting 
on his own responsibility instead of 
being simply a part of a machine di­ 
rected by some one else. 
This is fatal to them from a military 
standpoint and will prevent them from 
gaining any permanent success. 
< >nee 
only did they attempt to repulse an as­ 
sault. 
Their shooting was so poor they 
made no impression on the advancing 
line, which swept on resistless!v and 
floured over their earthworks like a 
flood. 
They were shot down and bay­ 
oneted by the score by the Americans, 
who were more like demons than men, 
and they then realized the hopelessness 
of attem pting to engage in hand to hand 
conflict with the invaders. 
They were 
hopelessly outclassed in size, strength, 
vigor, physical energy aud the -‘battle 
rage” which poets tell us of. 
I he advance was a series of ambus­ 
cades, some of which cost us dearly 
Til*1 worst trap was run into by tile 
Fourteenth regulars, who lost nearly 
half of one company killed or wounded 
in a few minutes. Lieutenant Mitchell, 
its commander, being mortally wound­ 
ed. 
Fired upon in front from liehind 
defenses concealed by a row of bam­ 
boos. and from smaller trenches, rifle 
pit-; and the tree tops on the flanks, our 
lines steadily advanced, firing volleys 
at all objects that appeared to hide the 
enemy, and at the same time keeping 
up a steady rattle of sharpshooting in 
all directions whenever a bushwhacker 
seemed to be concealed. 
The most difficult task was the driv­ 
ing of the rebels from the suburbs of 
Tondo, the most northerly section of the 
city, and the subsequent advance upon 
and capture of Caloocan. 
In this dis­ 
trict the bayous and swamps are worse 
than elsewhere, and besides the defenses 
already uoted there were stone walls 
inclosing houses, churches and ceuie 
teries that had to be assaulted, as they 
were used as defenses by the enemy. 
Men crossed the rice swamps and fish 
ponds on narrow dikes, where only one 
could go at a time, and in this way ad­ 
vanced upon foes entirely concealed 
from their view. They waded creeks, up 
to their waists in mud and water, in the 
face of a galling fire and charged upon 
barricaded bridges that 50 men should 
have defended against a thousand, and 
never turned back in a single instance. 
As surely and remorselessly as the mill 
grinds the grain the blue line advanced 
and pulverized the line opposing it. 
Farther to the right the ground was 
higher, but here was more timber and 
a latter chance for the tree top sharp­ 
shooters. 
Marksmen were detailed to 
attend to these, and as the lines ad­ 
vanced the bushwhackers were potted 
with regularity and certainty. 
What has been the effect upon the 
rank and file of the Filipinos is as yet 
unknown. 
Mentally their terrible de­ 
feat must have awakened them to the 
knowledge that they had sadly under­ 
rated the fighting qualities of the Amer­ 
icans. 
Because the latter were easy go­ 
ing, good natured, laughed aud joked 
with them and let them do about as 
they chose and were careful not to in ­ 
fringe upon their rights they got the 
impression that these foreigners could 
easily be defeated. 
They argued to 
themselves that they had defeated the 
Spaniards and driven them into their 
intrenchments with a poorly organized 
and poorly equipped army only a quur 
ter the size of the present one and eel 
tainly they could easily drive into the 
bay these careless Americans, who did 
not even take the trouble to construct 
earthworks to protect the city 
The more intelligent of their leaders 
did not share this error of judgment, 
yet they did what they could to per­ 
petuate it among their followers, whom 
they had to mislead in order to further 
their ends. 
Even now, it is reported, 
they attem pt to make their men believe 
they have gained a victory over th* 
Americans, because the latter are un 
able to follow- them further, and they 
assure them that the American losses 
have been gevere and that this is tho 
reason why they cannot fight any more 
Yet the -undeniable fact is that they 
have been driven with great slaughtei 
everywhere and are now from five to 
ten miles back o f the splendid trenches 
from 
behind which 
they defied tile 
Americans. 
This certainly has robbed 
them of the confidence they possessed at 
first, as is shown by their haste in get­ 
ting out of the way when charged The 
full truth they will learn gradually. 
and thou their ranks will doubtless thin 
out by desertion 
Their disregard of the common rules 
of war has been shown repeatedly in 
their firing upon our ambulances con 
taining wounded, our surgeons and hos­ 
pital corps while giving first aid to the 
wounded and oar hospitals aud in then 
abuse of the white flag. The last abuse 
of this flag occurred yesterday, when 9 
party of apparently unarmed Filipinos 
bearing a white flag, approached a Ne­ 


braska patrol. Suddenly they raised tin 
guns they had been hiding behind their 
hacks and fired, wounding an officer 
and several men. 
Then they fled 
It 
will soon become necessary to shoot on 
sight every native seen near the lim- 
As for flags of truce, the soldiers will 
probably be unable to see th* in in the 
future.

T opic.—The holy garment**.— Eph. iv, ‘AK:4; 
Rom. vt, 4. 
The change that takes place in tim 
life of one who becomes a Christian is 
described by Paul in the first topical 
reference as the putting off of the old 
man, th** old life, as one puts off a gar­ 
ment, and the putting on of the law­ 
man, the new- lib*, as one puts on a 
new garment. The garments of the new- 
life are the holy garments. The change 
of life is therefore described as if it 
were the taking off of old garments 
w hich are ragged, shabby and dirty, 
and the putting on of new garments 
which are clean and tidy. 
The rags of 
the old man are given up for the robes 
of the new. 
Filthy garments are ex­ 
changed for holy garments. 
Before the holy garments can be put 
on two important changes must take 
place. 
I. The inward man must be re­ 
newed. 
We must be renewed in the 
spirit of our mind. This is tin* work of 
the Holy Spirit, and our part in it is 
to earnestly desire and' fervently pray 
for the Holy Spirit to renew our minds. 
2. 
The filthy garments of the old life 
must be put off. Before the new can l o 
put on tin* old must be taken off. “ Put 
off. 
says Paul, “ the old man, which 
is corrupt according to th*) deceitful 
lusts, * * * ;iml put on the new man, 
which, after God, is created iii right­ 
eousness and Holiness.” 
These holy garments are the charac­ 
teristics of life which partake of right­ 
eousness and holiness. They are the ac­ 
tions of life which ate right toward our 
fellow men and right toward God.

not the training that gives them stabil 
ity as soldiers 
Their coherence is not 
sufficient to enable them to resist a de 
termined assault by disciplined troops 
They lack the mutual confidence that 
conies from organization and drill, each 
man feeling mor,* as if he was fighting 
on his own responsibility instead of 
being simply a part of h machine di­ 
rected by some one else. 
This is fatal to them from a military 
standpoint and will prevent them from 
gaining any permanent success. 
Once 
only did they attempt to repulse an as­ 
sault. 
Their shooting was so poor they 
made no impression on the advancing 
line, which swept on resistless^ and 
poured over their earthworks like a 
flood. 
They were shot down and bay­ 
oneted by the score by the Americans, 
who were more like demons than men, 
and they then realized the hopelessness 
of attem pting to engage in hand to hand 
conflict with the invaders. 
They were 
hopelessly outclassed in size, strength, 
vigor, physical energy and the “ battle 
rag**” which poets tell us of. 
The advance was a series of ambus 
cades, sonic of which cost us dearly 
The worst trap was run into by the 
Fourteenth regulars, who lust nearly 
half of one company killed or wounded 
in a few minutes. Lieutenant Mitchell, 
its commander, being mortally wound­ 
ed. 
Fired upon in front from liehind 
defenses concealed by a row of bam­ 
boos and from smaller trenches, rifle 
pits and the tree tops on the flanks, our 
lines steadily advanced, firing volleys 
at all objects that appeared to hide the 
enemy, and at the same time keeping 
up a steady rattle of sharpshooting in 
all directions whenever a bushwhacker 
seemed to be concealed. 
The most difficult task was the driv­ 
ing of the rebels from the suburbs of 
Tondo, the most northerly section of the 
city, and the subsequent advance upon 
and capture of Ca toucan. 
In this dis­ 
trict the bayous and swamps are worse 
than elsewhere, and besides the defenses 
already noted there were stone walls 
inclosing houses, churches and come 
teries that had to be assaulted, as they 
were used as defenses by the enemy. 
Men crossed the rice swamps and fish 
ponds oil narrow dikes, where only one 
could go at a time, and in this way ad­ 
vanced upon foes entirely concealed 
from their view. They waded creeks, up 
to their waists in mud and water, in the 
face of a galling fire and charged upon 
barricaded bridges that 50 men should 
have defended against a thousand, and 
never turned b a c k in a single instance. 
As surely and remorselessly as the mill 
grinds the grain the b l u e line advanced 
ami pulverized the line opposing it. 
Farther to the right the ground was 
higher, but here was more timber and 
a latter chance for the tree top sharp 
shooters. 
Marksmen were detailed to 
attend to these, aud as the lines ad 
vauced the bushwhackers were potted 
with regularity and certainty. 
What has been the effect upon the 
rank and file of the Filipinos is as yet 
unknown. 
Mentally their terrible de­ 
feat must have awakened them to the 
knowledge th at they had sadly under­ 
rated the fighting qualities of the Amer­ 
icans. 
Because the latter were easy go­ 
ing, good natured, laughed and jo k e d 
with them aud let them do about as 
they chose and were careful not to in ­ 
fringe upon their rights they got the 
impression that these foreigners c o u ld 
| e a s ily be defeated.

Vt ar A rthur’* Operation* < on*l*t Chiefly 
In Daily Keconn»i*aii«*e*— Rebel 
General Reported Killed. 


M anila, 
Ajiril 8. — General Mao 
Arthur's operations consist, temporarily, 
in daily reoonnoi sui ires in various direc­ 
tions for tho purpose of keeping in 
touch with the rebels and ascertaining 
their movements.

W. W. Hole, of Salem, while in this 
place yesterday, received a letter from 
the Philippines which tells in a graphic 
manner the story of the capture of Iloilo. 
It was written Feb. 20 at Jaro by Cor­ 
poral Warren Hilliard,of the Eighteenth 
infantry, and is as follows : 
"Your letter of the 21st inst., with 
enclosures is received and 
contents 
noted. 
I have endeavored to the best of 
m y ability to comply with your requests 
aud suggestions, bot as I suppose you 
know ere this, things are rather in a 
mixed state in this place; therefore I 
could not get a civil magistrate to exe­ 
cute your instructions regarding the 
signing of the papers—in fact it woald 
be a case of my being executed physi­ 
cally if I attempted snch a course at the 
present time. 
The civil government 
(that was) is in tho hills with our troops 
in pnrsmt. 
I am snre that the papers 
as signed are legal in the United States. 
bot if yon think otherwise we will have 
to wait awhile. 
"Regarding our object here no doubt 
the United States papers have reported 
it fully. 
We embarked from Cavite 
December 25th, and spent a rather un­ 
happy Christmas and New Year camped 
on a transport. 
At the time of sailing 
nobody thought that we would be over 
three days on board, but nearly two 
months elapsed before we landed, and 
then nobody knew just bow long we 
would be on board, but for the breaking 
out in Manila. 
General Miller gave the 
insurgents 48 hoars notice to surrender 
on the 10th, which woald make the 12th 
the limit. 
Un the 10th, about 9 a. r n ., I 
they fired 
on 
the 
gunboat 
Petrel 
anchored just opposite their fort. 
The 
Petrel immediately returned the fire 
and arith the assistance of the Boston 
soon had the fort reduced to powder. 
Then it was noticed that the insurgents 
were firing the city, and the spectate 
there presented of the city borning and 
the fleet bombarding was sublime, yet 
awful. 
"Meantime our boats were rapidly 
lowered and the First and Second bat­ 
talions of my regiment filed in there 
and landed. 
We marched into the city 
and drove the enemy before us. 
The 
heat was something awful, but our fel­ 
lows worked like Trojans in fighting the 
fire and the enemy at the same time 
Mv company in endeavoring to get on 
the enemy’n flank had to pass through a 
burning street aud carne within an ace 
of beiug all burned alive. 
This kind of 
fighting was kept up until dark when 
the enemy was driven out and retreated 
Ie Jaro across the river. 
Next morning 
our advance was continued, and after 
three hours hard marching and fighting 
we captured the city of Jaro,and a great 
many of us sat down to dinner that the 
people had cooked, hut could not find 
time to eat. 
Everybody was gone save 
a few Chinamen, who on their knees 
begged for their lives, thinking that we 
would kill them, w hich idea originated. 
no doubt, from the insurgents and ac- 
aounts of the depopulation. 
The euemy 
now i« pretty well scattered, excepting 
San Barbara which is a fortified place 
about 12 miles from our outposts, and 
where a strong force is entrenched. 
As 
soon as a force conies ap to guard the 
territory captured we will move on this 
city. 
Our Iona is small so far, two killed 
and 13 wounded 
Just what the enemy 
lost cannot be stated with accuracy, but 
the lowest estimate is 200 killed and 500 
wounded. 
Night before last our pickets 
killed 
and 
wounded 
ll 
that 
were 
endeavoring to come through our lines. 
W e buried four dead in a well. 
We are 
very comfortable when not out on out­ 
post duty, beiug quartered iu a large I 
convent, and the living is superb, for the 
country around is full of pigs, chicken*, 
goats, sheep and sweet potatoes, which 
are ours by fortune of war. 
Last night 
our band gave a OOH cert on captured 
instruments and we enjoyed the music 
immensely. 
"This island is paradise, rich in 
minerals and agriculture. 
Sugar is the 
chief industry, and a tremendous amount 
fell into oar hands—in fact the enemy 
used thousands of sacks of sagar for 
breast works in their hasty defense of 
the city. 
Fruits are plenty. 
Beef cattle 
are scarce. 
Water buffalos are used as 
draught animals, and it is funny to see 
the soldiers perched ou their backs or 
leading them along hauling stores and 
ammunition at a one mile an hour gait. 


"Well, Mr. Hole, when I started to 
write my intentions were a few lines, 
being on duty, but everything being 
quiet for the last hoar I managed this 
for I am going oat with a patrol in a 
few minutes so will close.

the way of confidence and investment 
As soon as that is out of the way Gen­ 
eral Ludlow expects to see #100,000,00(1 
put into the development of the re 
sources of Cuba. 
The richest prizes in 
the way of revenue producing invest­ 
ments, their present value enhanced by 
all the wondrous possibilities of the fu 
tore, have already been snapped up, but 
there are still many more, not such bo­ 
nanzas as these perhaps, but still far 
more productive than can be hoped for 
at home. 
To begin with, tile man without mon 
ey bad bf th r stay at home. 
Living is 
expensive, and the labor market is kept 
down by the < beapuea* with which tbs 
native population can live, a condition 
which w'tll be aggravated when the in 
nurgent army is disbanded and seeks to 
find employment 
There is no place 
here for the American laboring man un 
less be is a skilled mechanic and finds a 
field for his knowledge in the few in 
dnstries in the island. 
To find a need that can be supplied 
w-ith a little capital, however, it is only 
necessary to keep your eyes and ears 
open 
Eggs are from 60 cents to #1 a 
dozen and chickens #1 apiece. 
Poultry 
can be easily raised. 
A poultry farm 
near Havana would find a ready market 
for all the “ggs it could produce at at 
least HO cents a dozen, for the Americans 
are clamoring for something better than 
the limed eggs with which they are 
now fed.

An important experim* ut is about to 
be made to determine the course taken 
by arctic currents. By direction of the 
navy department the Geographical so 
ciety of Philadelphia is permitted to 
place on the cruiser Bear, which will 
sail from San Francisco in April for tile 
arctic waters, a number of casks to bo 
set adrift near Herald island for the 
[impose of learning the drift they may 
take. 
Valuable hydrographic informa­ 
tion relative to the arctic seas and cur­ 
rents is expected to bo obtained through 
this means. 
Th** project is the outcome of a plan 
proposed by Admiral Melville before th** 
society, by which he suggested that, his 
theory regarding arctic currents might 
be demonstrated by a number of drift 
casks 
It is the admiral’s bt m f. based 
on tin* drift of th*- Jeannette as well a- 
other drifts *>f explorers, that th** pin* <* 
to put a ship bound for the north pule 
is through Bering strait and then to 
push the ship int** the pack a-* far as 
possible to the northward and west 
ward. Though it would not necessarily 
drift across the pule, lie believes that iii 
all probability a ship, float or cask 
would come out by way of Spitzbergen 
He further submitted a detailed plan for 
the experiment. 
The society took np the subject and 
pushed it rapidly, and now all prepara 
tioiis have been completed for the 
launching of the casks 
Henry G 
Bryant, the president of the society 
has by bis efforts, energy anti interest

W. W. Hole, of Salem, w hile in this 
place yesterday, received a letter from 
the Philippines which tells in a graphic 
manner the story of the capture of Iloilo. 
It was written Feb. 20 at Jaro by Cor­ 
poral Warren H illiard.of the Eighteenth 
infantry, and is as follows : 


“ Your letter of the 21st inst., with 
enclosures 
is received aud 
contents 
noted. 
I have endeavored to the best of 
m y ability to comply w ith your requests 
and suggestions, bat as I suppose yon 
know ere this, things are rather in a 
mixed state in this p la ce; therefore I 
could not get a civil m agistrate to exe­ 
cute your instructions regarding the 
signing of tho papers—in fact it would 
be a case of my being executed physi­ 
cally if I attempted such a course at the 
present tim e. 
The civil governm ent 
(that was) is iii the hills with oar troops 
in pursuit. 
I arn sore that the papers 
as signed are legal in the U nited States, 
but if yon think otherwise we will have 
to wait aw hile. 


“ Regarding our object here no doubt 
the United States papers have reported 
it fully. 
W e embarked from Cavite 
December 25th, and spent a rather un­ 
happy Christmas and N ew Year camped 
on a transport. 
At the tim e of sailing 
nobody thought that w e would be over 
three days on board, but nearly tw o 
m onths elapsed before w e landed, and 
then nobody knew just how long we 
would be on board, but for the breaking 
out in Manila. 
General M iller gave the 
insurgents 48 hours notice to surrender 
on the 10th, which would make the 12th 
the lim it. 
Un the 10th, about 0 a. rn., 
they 
fired 
on 
the 
gunboat 
Petrel 
anchored just opposite their fort. 
The 
Petrel im m ediately returned the fire 
and with the assistance of the Boston 
soon had the fort reduced to powder. 
Then it was noticed that the insurgents 
w ere firing the city, and the spectacle 
there presented of the city burning and 
the duet bombarding was sublim e, yet 
aw ful. 
“ M eantime our boats were rapidly 
lowered and the First and Second bat­ 
talions of my regim ent filed in there 
and landed. 
We marched into the city 
and drove the enemy before us. 
The 
heat was som ething aw ful, but our fel­ 
low s worked like Trojans in fighting the 
fire and the enem y at the same time. I 
Mv company in endeavoring to get on 
th e enem y’s flank had to pass through a 
burning street and cam e w ithin an ace j 
of beiug all burned alive. 
This kind of 
fighting was kept up until dark when 
the enemy was driven out and retreated 
Ie Jaro across the river. 
Next morning 
our advance was continued, and after

navy department the (Geographical so 
ciety of Philadelphia is permitted to 
place on the cruiser Bear, which will 
sail from San Francisco in April for the 
arctic waters, a number of casks to be 
set adrift near Herald island for the 
pm pose of learning the drift they may 
take. 
Valuable hydrographic informa­ 
tion relative to the arctic seas aud cur 
rents is expected to be obtained through 
this means. 
The project is the outcom e of a plan 
proposed by Admiral M elville before the 
society, by which he suggested that his 
theory regarding arctic currents might 
bo demonstrated by a number of d in t 
casks. 
It is the adm iral’s bt lief, based 
on the drift of Hie Jeannette as well as 
other drift- * f explorers, that the phi* e 
to put a ship bound for the north pole 
is through Bering strait and then to 
push the ship into the pack a* far a.1- 
possible to tile northward and west 
ward. Though it would not necessarily 
drift across the pole, lie believes that iii 
all probability a ship, 
float or cask 
would ( ome out by way of Spitzbergen 
He further subm itted a detailed plan for 
the experiment. 
The society took up the subject and

I regard their intro­ 
duction into baking powders as most 
dangerous to the public health 
Bread 
made w ith a baking pow der containing 
alum m ust yield a soluble alum ina salt 
w ith the gastric juice, and m ust there­ 
fore act as a poison. I am decidedly of the 
opinion that the m anufacture and sale 
of such baking powders ought to be in-1 
terdicted w ith heavy penalties. 
There should be no deception in mat- j 
f ers of food : in baking pow der especially I 
housekeepers cannot be too careful to 
procure the very highest and purest 
grade, as it enters largely into so m any 
articles of our daily diet. 
The claim of cheapness made in be­ 
half of the alum powders, which are the 
kind usually peddled from house to 
house, has an alluring sound to those 
who are not aw are of the m any schemes 
on foot to sell low grade, 1owt cost a rti­ 
cles at a large profit. 
U nhealthful bak­ 
ing powders are not cheap, no m atter 
at how low a prioe they are 
sold. 
People will be wise before buying them 
to consult their doctor as to the physio­ 
logical effects of alum when taken iM 
the food.

In VM W of the recent fight at Samoa 
the follow ing history of the troubles 
there w ill lie of interest. The first trou­ 
ble in Samoa 
began in 1886, when 
K ing M alietoa was ousted from power 
by the Germ ans and Tamasese, a Ger­ 
man protege, was put on the throne. 
The follow ing year Germany declared 
war on the islands. 
In 1889 a confer­ 
ence of British. German and American 
repreaentalives met in Berlin, and the 
neutrality of the islands was guanin 
teed. 
Malietoa was restored to power, 
and everything went on sm oothly until 
he died. 
For some time after his death tin 
vacant kingship, which has caused a1) 
the recent trouble there, gave little con 
cern to the natives. Under the tripartite 
protectorate) the office was shorn of 
mnch of its power, and during the last 
few years of Malietoa’s lifetime he had 
little to say. 
When the subject of the 
vat ant kingship began to be discussed, 
there were several candidates in tie 
field, the principal ones being Mataafa 
and Malietoa Tanns, the son of the for 
mer king 
Each candidate had his fol 
low ing, and each advanced his right t< 
the title, involving genealogies, cuf 
toms, israel ices and title. 
To settle the dispute William L 
Chambers, chief justice of Samoa un rh i 
the Berlin treaty, undertook in I)*- 
camber last to settle the contest be 
tw een the rival factions. 
After an in 
vestigetion covering I I days he cam e to 
the conclusion that Taints, son of the 
late king, was the duly elected king 
W hile everything was peaceful during 
the trial, there had been numerous 
threats made, and when Chief Justice 
Chambers w ent to court to announce his 
decision on the m orning of Dec. 31 hi 
waa prepared for trouble. 
It was ex 
pentad that Mataafa would incite disor 
der am ong his followeth if the decision 
w as adverse to him. 
W hen Chief Justice Chambers an 
nonnced his decision, it was accepted 
by their respective governm ents, by 
Judge Osborn of Nebraska, the United 
Statea consul general, and Mr. M a^ e 
th e British consul. Herr Hose, the Ger­ 
man consul general, however, refused 
to accept the decision for his govern 
ment. 
A m eeting of the consuls and 
captains of the English and German 
m en-of war was held, and it was pro 
posed to give K ing M alietoa Tanns a 
royal salute. 
The German officers re 
fused to do this, but showed their ny iii 
pa th y to be with Mataafa by leading 
his armed followers into the streets of 
Apia tw o hours later. 
The Mataafa 
sym pathisers, seeing 
that 
they had 
the support of the Germans, prepared 
to make war upon the new king and 
hts people. 
Foreseeing war, Malietoa Tanns’ peo­ 
ple got together all the men they could 
in Apia and the surrounding vilag*> 
T hey succeeded in 
m ustering about 
2,000 men. but Mataafa 
had about 
0,500, better armed and equipped, a* 
cbey had been preparing for the iron 
bls for several weeks. 
The situation 
became so alarming that marines were 
•en! from the British cruiser Porpoise 
to guard the residence of the chief jus 
fica It was barricaded, and all British 
ars and Americans were sent to places 
of safety. 
The rebels had practically 
Oremmed in the loyal party. 
No way of 
escape was left to them fcy the sea. for 
nearly all their boats had been seized 
by the rebels. 
The loyal party agreed not to begin 
the hostilities and to keep the peace as 
long as possible.

They w ill be expected to go to all 
large fires where there is a probability 
of firemen or other people being injured. 
so as to give religions consolation to 
those desiring it. 
They w ill wear a 
uniform according to their rank, and 
w ill have a fire alarm in their resi­ 
dences. so that they may promptly go 
to big fires. 
Father Sm ith received his 
appointm ent through and w ith the ap­ 
proval of Archbishop Corrigan and the 
Very Rev. Superior Aigueperse, provin­ 
cial of the Fathers of Mercy. W ith ref 
erence to his new work, he said the 
other n ig h t: 
“ Mr. Johnson and I are good friends, 
and w e are enthusiastic about our work 
w ith the firemen. 
Our duties are to be 
sim ilar to those of army chaplains, and 
wherever we are needed we w ill go 
w ith a will. 
W e have been measured 
for our uniforms, and they w ill soon be 
ready. 
They w ill consist of the blue 
coat w ith brass buttons, the cap and 
the gold shield of the battalion chief 
On the shields w ill be the word ‘Chap­ 
lain’ and on the left sleeve of the coat 
w ill be either a w hite cross on a red 
ground or a red cross on a w hite ground 
The color arrangement has not been de 
termined yet. 
“ The fire departm ent is to provide 
horses for us, and we w ill furnish car 
riages. 
Each chaplain's team is to be 
kept at the fire station nearest to his 
house and w ill be driven to his door 
by a fireman on any second alarm. 
We 
are to respond to i l l second alarms any­ 
way, and w ill, of course, go to any fire 
when there is need of our services. W e 
have fire alarm gongs in our rooms and 
tapes to indicate the exact location of a 
tire. 
When the alarm comes in. I shall 
put on my uniform and then w ait until 
I hear my driver outside clanging the 
bell on my wagon.

the Filipinos steadily from defense i. 
defense, hour after hour, is not coward 
ice on tile part of the enemy.

fought bravely so long as our lilies die 
not advance, and when they abandoned 
their works it was not to fly in a panic, 
but to take up a new position aud re* 
new the battle in spite of their heavy 
losses 
The true reason is that they ale 
by instinct and inheritance bushwhack 
ers who light from cover. 
They have 
not the training that gives them stabil 
ity as soldiers. 
I heir coherence is not 
sufficient to enable them to resist a de 
termined assault by disciplined troops 
They lack the m utual confidence that 
comes from organization and drill, each 
man feeling more as if he was fighting 
on his own responsibility instead of 
being simply a part of h 
reefed by some one else. 
This is fatal to them from a military 
standpoint and will prevent them from 
gaining any permanent success. 
Once 
only did they attem pt to repulse an as­ 
sault. 
Their shooting was so poor tliev 
made no impression on the advancing 
line, which swept on resistless^ and 
poured over their earthworks like a 
flood. 
They were shot down and bay­ 
oneted by the score by the Americans, 
who were more like demons than men, 
and they th**n realized the hopelessness 
of attem pting to engage in hand to hand 
conflict with the invaders. 
They were 
hopelessly outclassed in size, strength, 
vigor, physical energy and the “ battle 
rage’ which poets tell us of. 
I he advance was a series of am bus­ 
cades, some of which cost us dearly. 
The worst trap was run into by the 
Fourteenth regulars, who lost nearly 
half of one company killed or wounded 
in a few minutes, Lieutenant Mitchell, 
its commander, being mortally wound­ 
ed. 
Fired upon in front from liehind 
defenses concealed by a row of bam ­ 
boos, and from smaller trenches, rifle 
pit> and the tree tops on the flanks, our 
lines steadily advanced, firing volleys 
at all objects that appeared to hide the 
enemy, and at the same time keeping 
up a steady rattle of sharpshooting in 
all directions whenever a bushwhacker 
seemed to be concealed. 
The most difficult task was the driv­ 
ing of the rebels from the suburbs of 
Tondo, the most northerly section of the 
city, and the subsequent advance upon 
uud capture of Caloocan. 
In this dis­ 
trict the bayous and swamps are worse 
than elsewhere, and besides the defenses 
already noted there were stone walls 
inclosing houses, churches and ceme 
teries that had to be assaulted, as tiny 
were used as defenses by the enemy. 
Men crossed the rice swamps and fish 
ponds on narrow dikes, where only one 
could go at a time, and in this way ad 
vanced upon foes entirely concealed 
from their view They waded creeks, up 
to their waists in mud and water, in the 
face of a galling fire and charged upon 
barricaded bridges that 50 men should 
have defended against a thousand, and 
never turned back in a single instance. 
As surely and remorselessly as the mill 
grinds the grain the blueline advanced 
and pulverized the line opposing it. 
Farther to the right the ground was 
higher, but here was more timber and 
a latter chance for the tree top sharp­ 
shooters. 
Marksmen were detailed to 
attend to these, aud as the lines ad­ 
vanced the bushwhackers were potted 
with regularity and certainty. 
What has been the effect u{K)ii the 
rank and file of the Filipinos is as yet 
unknown. 
Mentally their terrible de­ 
feat must have awakened them to the 
knowledge th at they had sadly under­ 
rated the fighting qualities of the A m er­ 
icans.

not even take the trouble 
earthworks to protect the city. 
The more intelligent of their leaders 
did not share this error of judgment, 
yet they did what they could to per­ 
petuate it among their followers, whom 
they had to mislead in order to further 
their ends. 
Even now, it is reported, 
they attem pt t». make their men believe 
th ey h ave gained a victory over tin 


hraska patrol. Suddenly they raised the 
guns they had been hiding behind their 
backs and tired, wounding an officer 
and several men. 
Then they fled. 
It 
will soon become necessary to shoot on 
sight every native seen near the lines 
As for flags of truce, the soldiers will 
probably be unable to see tin iii in the 
t ii tu re.

The change that takes place in tin* 
life of one who becomes a Christian is 
described by Paul in the first topical 
reference as the putting off of the old 
machine di- j man, the old life, as one {nits off a gar­ 
ment, and the putting on of the new 
man, the new life, as one puts on a 
new garment. The garm ents of the new 
life are the holy garments. The change 
of life is therefore described as if it 
were the taking off of old garments 
which are ragged, shabby and dirty, 
and the putting on of new garments 
which are clean and tidy. 
The rags of 
the old man are given up for the robes 
of the new. 
Filthy garm ents are ex­ 
changed for holy garments. 
Before the holy garm ents can be put 
on two important changes must take 
place. 
I. The inward man must be re­ 
newed. 
We must be renewed in the 
spirit of our mind. This is the work of 
the Holy Spirit, and our part in it is 
to earnestly desire and* fervently pray 
for the Holy Spirit to renew our minds. 
2. 
The filthy garments of the old life 
must be put off. Before the new can be 
put on the old must be taken off. “ Put 
! off, 
says Paul, “ the old man, which 
is corrupt according to the deceitful 
lusts, * * * and put on the new man, 
which, after God, is created in right­ 
eousness and holiness.” 
These holy garments are the charac­ 
teristics of life which partake of right­ 
eousness and holiness. They are the ac­ 
tions of life which are right toward our 
fellow men and right toward God. They 
are patterned after the moral character 
of God Himself. They are the outward 
proofs of an inward change of life. The 
rags of the old man are further particu­ 
larized as falsehood, anger, dishonesty, 
idleness, corrupt sjieech, bitterness, evil 
speaking aud malice. The holy garments 
are the robes of truthfulness, self con­ 
trol. honesty, industry, purity in speech, 
good will, kindness and forgiveness. 
The desirability of the holy garments 
should be evident to all. 
Hags are dis­ 
gusting to most men. To literally wear 
rags for clothing is very unpleasant. 
How much more disgusting and unpleas­ 
ant it should In* to wear moral rags! 
Better to have on the robes of righteous­ 
ness and be clothed in plainness and 
coarseness than to wear filthy moral 
rags and be dressed in purple and fine 
linen. 
Hags or robes, which will we 
wear? It should not take us long to de­ 
cide this question, if we are wise both 
for tim e and eternity.
